Put  On  Your  "Christ  Clothes" 

Ellen  Charry,  a  professor  at  the  seminary  I  graduated  from,  has  an  interesting  story  about 
the  moment  she  became  a  follower  of  Jesus  Christ.  She  had  been  reading  a  theologian 
named  Karl  Barth,  and  she  came  to  a  passage  that  quoted  Galatians  4:26:  "You  are  all 
sons  of  God  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  for  all  of  you  who  were  baptized  into  Christ  have 
clothed  yourselves  with  Christ."  Now,  Ellen  had  never  been  baptized,  having  grown  up  in 
a  distinctly  non-Christian  home  and  environment.  So  she  was  not  aware  of  the  practice 
St.  Paul  is  referring  to  of  the  newly  baptized  being  given  new  clothes  to  wear  in  order  to 
symbolize  their  new  life  in  Christ.  But  when  she  read  those  words  of  Galatians,  she  was 
captivated  by  the  image  of  "putting  on  Christ-clothes."  She  says  she  closed  her  eyes,  put 
her  arms  up,  and  began  to  imagine  "Christ-clothes"  being  put  on  over  her  arms,  and  she 
began  to  imagine  the  sensation  of  having  new  clothes  on  that  made  her  clean,  forgiven, 
righteous,  and  delighted  in  by  God.  This  was  her  conversion  moment. 

The  reality  Ellen  experience  with  the  aid  of  her  imagination  is  a  good  model  for  all  of  us. 
We  all  need  to  put  on  our  "Christ-clothes,"  which  not  only  means  coming  to  know  Christ  as 
Lord  and  Saviour  for  the  first  time,  but  growing  into  these  clothes  by  getting  to  know  Christ 
better  and  following  Him  more  closely.  This  will  be  our  emphasis  this  month  at  Hus 
Church. 

The  are  the  usual  Bible  studies  and  group  activities  that  are  available  for  growing  into 
Christ's  image,  but  there  are  special  things  I  would  like  to  highlight.  First,  we  begin  the 
season  of  Lent  on  Ash  Wednesday,  February  21st.  We  will  be  having  a  special  service  for 
placing  ashes  on  the  forehead  that  evening  at  7:00.  This  is  a  good  way  to  enter  into  a 
season  of  reflection  on  our  following  Jesus,  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  community  of 
disciples.  We  will  also  have  a  Lenten  study  guide  this  year  for  people  to  use  in  the 
personal  devotion  time. 

The  second  special  opportunity  to  grow  into  our  "Christ-clothes"  will  be  the  beginning  of 
our  first  Alpha  course,  scheduled  presently  to  begin  Monday,  February  26th,  in  my  home. 
This  will  be  a  small  beginning  to  what  hopefully  will  become  a  big  part  of  life  at  Hus 
Church.  The  Alpha  course  is  a  ten  week  introduction  to  the  basics  of  the  Christian  faith  in 
a  simple,  non-threatening  atmosphere.  It  is  essentially  dinner,  a  talk,  and  a  discussion. 
While  it  is  geared  to  people  who  are  exploring  whether  or  not  Christianity  is  for  them,  it  is 
also  a  good  refresher  course  for  those  who  already  claim  to  be  disciples  of  Jesus.  Please 
ask  me  for  more  information  if  you  are  at  all  interested  in  this,  either  as  a  potential  leader 
or  participant. 

A  third  offering,  but  not  such  a  big  deal,  is  an  invitation  by  me  for  anyone  interested  in 
discussing  some  basic  theology  issues  to  come  to  my  home  every  other  Sunday, 
beginning  February  1 1th  at  3:30  PM.  This  will  be  about  an  hour,  and  will  be  called  "Table 
Talks"  (after  the  famous  talks  Martin  Luther  used  to  have  with  his  students  around  the 
dinner  table).  I  know  not  many  if  any  will  jump  at  this,  but  it  is  something  I  enjoy  and  am 
seeking  to  share  with  anyone  else  who  may  be  so  inclined. 

So,  as  we  enter  February  and  the  Lenten  season,  let's  do  what  St.  Paul  urges  us  to  do  in 
his  letter  to  the  Galatians,  to  "clothe"  ourselves  "with  Christ."  We  may  even  take  Ellen 
Charry's  que  and  imagine  ourselves  putting  on  brand  new  clothes  that  make  us  new 
inside  as  well  —  our  "Christ-clothes."

STROKE:  Remember  The  1st  Three  Letters.. .S.T.R. 


STROKE  IDENTIFICATION: 

During  a  BBQ,  a  friend  stumbled  and  took  a  little  fall  -  she  assured  everyone  that  she 
was  fine  (they  offered  to  call  paramedics)  and  just  tripped  over  a  brick  because  of  her 
new  shoes.  They  got  her  cleaned  up  and  got  her  a  new  plate  of  food  -  while  she 
appeared  a  bit  shaken  up,  Ingrid  went  about  enjoying  herself  the  rest  of  the  evening. 
Ingrid's  husband  called  later  telling  everyone  that  his  wife  had  been  taken  to  the 
hospital  at  6:00  PM  and  Ingrid  passed  away.  She  had  suffered  a  stroke  at  the  BBQ. 
Had  they  known  how  to  identify  the  signs  of  a  stroke,  perhaps  Ingrid  would  be  with  us 
today.  Some  don't  die.  They  end  up  in  a  helpless,  hopeless  condition  instead. 
It  only  takes  a  minute  to  read  this... 

A  neurologist  says  that  if  he  can  get  to  a  stroke  victim  within  3  hours  he  can  totally 
reverse  the  effects  of  a  stroke... totally.  He  said  the  trick  was  getting  a  stroke 
recognized,  diagnosed,  and  then  getting  the  patient  medically  cared  for  within  3  hours, 
which  is  tough. 

RECOGNIZING  A  STROKE 

Thank  God  for  the  sense  to  remember  the  "3"  steps,  STR .  Read  and  Learn! 
Sometimes  symptoms  of  a  stroke  are  difficult  to  identify.  Unfortunately,  the  lack  of 
awareness  spells  disaster.  The  stroke  victim  may  suffer  severe  brain  damage  when 
people  nearby  fail  to  recognize  the  symptoms  of  a  stroke. 
Now  doctors  say  a  bystander  can  recognize  a  stroke  by  asking  three  simple  questions: 

S  *  Ask  the  individual  to  SMILE. 

T  *  Ask  the  person  to  TALK  to  SPEAK  A  SIMPLE  SENTENCE 

(Coherently)  (i.e.  ..  It  is  sunny  out  today) 
R*  Ask  him  or  her  to  RAISE  BOTH  ARMS. 

NOTE: 

Another  'sign'  of  a  stroke  is  this:  Ask  the  person  to  'stick'  out  their  tongue.  If  the 
tongue  is  'crooked',  if  it  goes  to  one  side  or  the  other  that  is  also  an  indication  of 
a  stroke.  If  he  or  she  has  trouble  with  ANY  ONE  of  these  tasks,  call  91 1 
immediately  !!  and  describe  the  symptoms  to  the  dispatcher.

18"Come  now,  let  us  reason  together,"  says  the  LORD.  "Though  your  sins  are  like  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow;

It  is  not  completely  white  because  we  are  not 
without  sin.  The  cross  is  pure  white  and  is  represents  what  Christ  did  for  us  when  he  died 
on  the  cross.  BOOM  is  red  and  on  the  cross  because  as  followers  of  Jesus  we  put  our 
sins  on  the  cross.

These  are  just  some  of  the  things  that  they  wrote  down.  In  preparing  for  things  this  year  these  and  others  will  be  at  the 
top  of  our  minds.  If  we  cannot  relate  to  what  is  important  to  them,  how  can  we  possibly  reach  them  for  Christ?  This  is  a 
goal  for  the  youth  ministry  this  year. 

This  year  will  also  see  some  things  that  we  have  not  done  in  the  past.  There  will  be  a  discussion  with  parents  on  how 
they  can  minister  to  their  kids  at  home.

instead,  bring  them  up  in  the  training  and  instruction  of  the  Lord."  We  need  to  teach  our  children  so  no  matter  where  they 
are  they  are  walking  with  Christ. 

None  of  us  are  perfect,  but  we  have  the  hope  that  Jesus  gave  us  when  He  died  for  our  sins.  Let's  not  let  Him  down. 
Obedience  leads  to  right  choices  and  a  good  life,  but  rebellion  leads  to  regret.

reveals  that  he  is  God's  Son  by 

both  the  things  he  does  and  the 

gifts  he  give  us.  We  need  to 

remember  that  when  God  asks 

us  to  do  something  by  faith,  He 

always  supplies  us  with  what  we 

need  to  do  the  task.

What  you  do: 

1.  Follow  the  cookie  dough  directions 
for  rolling  out  the  dough. 

2.  If  you  are  using  one  cookie  cutter, 
cut  out  the  heart-shaped  cookies 
and  transfer  to  a  baking  sheet.  Try 
to  have  an  even  number  of  hearts 
when  finished. 

3.  If  you  are  using  two  cookie  cutters, 
cut  out  the  large  hearts.  T^ke  half 
of  the  hearts,  and  cut  out  a  small 
heart  window  in  the  center  with  the 
smaller  cookie  cutter.  Now  you  have 
a  heart  inside  another  heart. 

4.  Have  an  adult  help  you  bake  the 
cookies  according  to  the  dough 
directions. 

5.  After  baking,  place  the  cookies  on 
a  cooling  rack. 

6.  When  the  cookies  are  cooled,  make 
cookie  sandwiches  by  spreading  jam 
onto  the  flat  side  of  half  the  cookies, 
and  then  placing  another  cookie  on 
top  of  each  one.  (If  you  made  cookie 
windows,  use  those  for  the  tops.) 

7.  Sprinkle  powdered  sugar  over  your 
heart  sandwiches  with  a  sifter. 

8.  Share  the  cookies 
with  the  people 
you  love.
